“And. since every criminal’s record 
is kept tn the district in which he 
was born and he must go there to get 
the birth certificate on which he gets 
his passport: o- 

“Then these thousanda.jof passports 
issued anuually to criminals are given 


by chiefs of police who know the 
records of the men who are receiving 
them and are thus deliberately ridding 


their districts of them to save them- 
; selves trouble and increase thetr rep- 
wtation for efficiency.” 


The correspondent also throws some 
Ught on the manner in which the 
contract labor law is evaded by Amer- 
ican corporations employing low- 


_ prited labor: 


‘ “In the party were four Sturdy peas- 
ant boys, destined for the Banca Ge- 
lantado, Philadelphia, and affording a 


fine example of the present methods 
of violating the spirit of the contract 
Jabor lew.

This is the method by which scores of 
big corporations in America, wao dare 
not import Italian laborers by reason 
of the law, do it by making the con- 
tract here with a relative or “banker” 
of some group of mea in an Italian 
community and the relative or ‘“‘bank- 
er” brings them over. The men are 
instructed to answer the question as 
to whether they have been promised 
work or not by saying they have not. 
Out of last year’s approximate million 
emigrants only 1086 were refused ad- 
mittance as alien contract laborers. 
One large industrial corporation at 
Buffalo, N. Y., alone received nearly 


half that many, and those who pissed | 


successfully through to other parts 
of the country can be easily imagined. 
I do not hesitate to say that it Is im- 


possible to defeat this fraud by any | 
operations on this side of the sea.” 


It is certainly high time that Con- 
gress should take up this question of 
the restriction of immigration. We 
have troubles enough with our own 
moral and physical incompetents, 
without adding to the filthy pool a con- 
stant stream from the sewers of Eu- 
rope. 


_TIOR HISTORICAL RESEARCH. 


Southern California is an inter- 
esting field for the archeologist. 
Here we have the remains of those 
interesting massive mission buildings, 
erected under such unfavorable con- 
ditions, by the aid of the most 
primitive labor and materials. Go- 
ing farther back, we find interesting 
relics of the aboriginal inhabitants 
of this section, whose race has almost 
entirely passed away. Few Southern 
Californians realize the richness of 
this field, and little has been done 
to encourage systematic research, or 
the preservation of relics of the olden 
times. The Historical Society of 
Southern California is still forced to 
content itself with a garret for the 
storing of its treasures. Should an 
adequate building be erected, there is 
no doubt that it could be possible to 
obtain a large number of valuable ex- 
hibits, either by gift or as a loan. 
The magnificent collection of Indian 
relics in the Chamber of Commerce, 
and the Coronel collection, in the same 
place, would form a good nucleus for 
such an exhibition. 

The Archeological Institute of 
America is the dean of scientific 
bodies in the United States. The 
Southwest Society of this institute, 
recently founded with headquarters 
in this city, is. designed to cover, in 
membership and in work, the whole 
great region indicated by its name. 
Briefly stated, aside from whatever 
exploration and excavation it may be 
able to undertake, the society—with 
the warm approval of the institute— 
is already at work in _ recording, 
phonosraphically, the old Spanish and 
Indian folk-song of this region, and 


already has about one hundred inter- 
fsung records. Few people realize 


the great charm and beauty of this 
music, the enormous number of songs 
that were sung in Old California, or 


the rapidity with which they are dis- | 


appearing.. It is proposed to give a 
free public evening of these folk- 
songs, with viva voce and phonogra- 
phic renderings, some time this 
month. During the coming summer, 
the institute will send out Prof. Stan- 
ley, one of the foremost experts in 
these lines, to collaborate with the so- 
ciety, and transcribe these songs: and 
within a year tromdatethesoclety ex- 
pects to bave ready for publication, 
as its first important monument, a 
large volume of these songs, with 
music and translations. It Is expected 
to publish the volume internationally, 
in Berlin, London-and New York. 

Much of the success of this impor- 
tant work wiil depend on the member- 
ship which,can be attracted to the 
society. It is hoped that in this re- 
gion of cultured people a membership 
can be built up to rival that in almost 
any Eastern city of far greater popu- 
lation.

RUSSIA 


AND JAPAN. 


I it peace or war? This is the 
question which hekid the world in 

tense expectation for months. After 
centuries of isolation the furthest 
Orient with its gray methods of doing 
things and its. decrepit civilization !s 
brought face to face with the young 
spirit that animates the West and tae 
new civilization which in the end rests 
in the Sermon on the Mount. China 
so far has manifested only an in- 
ability to entertain the new order of 
things and to become regenerate. 
Atrophy seems to reign in all the mem- 
bers of that empire. Japan, on the 
contrary, seems fully capable of re- 
generation, and even anxious to be- 
come conformed to Occidental ideas. 

As to Europe, while the peoples of 
that continent are swayed to some ex- 
tent by the principles of Christian 
civilization, the most apparent attitude 
of them is one which illustrates the 
truth of the Christian aphorism, 
“Where the carcass is there shall the 
eagles be gathered together.” China is 
the carcass and the eagles represent 
all the great nations of Europe. China 
is ready to fall to pieces of her own 
dead weight, and all Europe is wait- 
ing to partake of the spoils. Japan 
is alive, progressive, ambitious. As a 
branch of the Mongolian race that na- 
tion thinks the prey offered in the de- 
crepit Chinese empire is her quarry by 
all thewights that exist. She sees that 
to enjoy her quarry she must fight for 
it. To protect her rights she must beat 


‘off those who attack them. Japan can- 


not weht all Europe. She has not to 
do so; for Europe is torn up by inter- 
nal dissensions as to the division of 
the spoils. So Japan proposes to fight 
that European power which is nearest 
at hand and most directly threatening 
to take over the first large slice of 
Chinese territory. Russia is the only 
European power contiguous to China. 
And Russia, by the way, is half Asian. 
The old saying “scratch a Russian and 
you will find a Cossack” might be ex- 
tended to include, “scratch a Russian 
and you will find Mongol blood in his 
veins.” Russia stretches all the way 
across the northern border of the Chi- 
nese empire from the west at the Shan 
Mountains, east of Turkestan, to the 
shores of the Pacific Ocean, a distance 
of about 2500 miles. From European 
Russia to the Pacific, Russia has a 
great national railroad, with a branch 
running through Chinese territory, 
Manchuria to Viadivostok, a distance | 
of 5600 miles. China is a great empire 
formed of many provinces, inhabited 
by several races, 1860 miles from north 
to south and 1520 from east to west. 
There are here 4,218,401 square miles 
and a population of 402,680,000 souls. 
This vast population is bound together 
by very flexible ties, and the vast ter- 
ritory is governed by Satraps, as the 
Greeks called them, whose allegiance 
to the central government is very lax. 
Great mountain chains separate port 
from port, and great rivers traverse 
the empire in many places. There are 
no railroads to speak of, and thé gov- 
ernment at Peking is to these vast mil- 
lions hardly a “name, but merely a 
myth. Europe has come to the con- 
clusfon that this immense empire is 
on the verge of collapse. Japan 
knows this, too, and the whole ques- 
tion is, who shall get the largest stice 
of the country”? 

Away to the extreme southeast is 
French Indo-China. From here France 
has built up a good deal of business 
in her “sphere of influence,” extending 
northward toward Central Cuina. Eng- 
land has started large enterprises 
along the great Yang-Tse River with 
their seat of this “sphere of influence” 
at 

Since the recent invasion of China 
by the allied armies, Germany has es- 
tablished a “sphere of influence” along 
the great Hoang-Ho, or-Yellow River. 
Going fartiier northward, Manchuria 
is reached, where Russia is the real 
governing power, Chinese influence 
being merely a name. Farther west 
again, in Tibet, England is reeching

yet to be seen. Inthe siege of Peking 
by the allies the Japanese in al) re- 
spects gave a good account of them- 
selves. But here again the foe was 
the people of China, without modern 
arms or proper ning. In any 
conflict on land with Buropeans the 
“Little Japs” will have a great advan- 
tage in their diminutive size. Put 
10,000 of them against as many men 
of large stature and the little fellows 
will have nearly twice as much cha’ %e 
of hitu.ng as of being hit. How ‘hey 
will behave under fire is not yc' ap- 
parent. The Russian soldier ia as 
hardy as the Japanese. He can sub- 
sist on almost as little. He is a 
dogged fighter and hard to kill. In the 
Crimean war the English surgeons 


reported finding Russians with six or [f° former and 40 for the latter, pay- 


seven wounds in their bodies, any one 
of which would have proved fatal to 
an Englishman, but the Russian sur- 
vived them all. 

Will there be war? There probably 
will be. Japan sees she has to fight 
Russia sooner or later. The sooner 
the better. If she ever can defeat her 
big adversary it is today. Russia does 
no. want to fight, but will do so rather 
than withdraw from Manchuria. Ger- 
many seems to be without any real 
anxiety as to whether there will be 
war or not. Perhaps she would just 
as soon see both antagonists exhaust 
their strength and put themselves 
back twenty-five years in the work of 
building a navy and accumulating the 
“sinews of war.” France has not 
enough interest in the matter to 
unless England takes a hand, and then. 
trance might have to strike on the 
side of ber ally. England? “Per- 
tiidious Albion” is always har’ to 
fa..om. She pretends she wants 
peace. That may be Pickwickian. 
England has for 1000 years rejoiced 
when her rivals have drawn each oth- 
er’s life blood. She must face Russia 


one day. The later the better. 
Whether Russia defeats J or is 
uefeated, it will postpone conflict 


with England for years. 

What will the United States do? 
‘this country sincerely desires peace 
We Wish to develop out trade in the 
Orient and can do that better in peace 
than in war. We want no territory 
in Asia. We shall do business thefe 
under Russian rule at least as well as 
under that of Japan. If war breaks 
out we will be absolutely neutral. 
There are influences at work wunder- 
ground in England seeking to embroil 
the United States with Russia. These 
efforts have stirred up a good deal of 
feeling in Russia because they are 
misunderstood. That will all pass 
like a summer cloud if 
war breaks out in our proclamation of 
absolute neutrality. 

There ts an ulterior and most pro- 
found thought underlying this prob- 
lem. Tne hordes of  far-eastern 
Asia once overran Europe. They cap- 
tured Constantinople and have main- 
tained a putrid sore there in the heart 
of modern civilization ever since.

CRUEL DEATH 


FOR RABBITS. 


Cheap Coursing “Sports” Let 
Forty Slowly Starve. 


Sneak Away the Carcasses to 


Destroy Evidence. 


— 


Case Coming in Court Today 
Will be Continued. 


Nearly forty rabbits have been al- 
lowed to slowly starve to death at the 
coursing park by the cheap sports 
who protest that they wouldn't think 
of running a coursing park if it were 
anything but a tender-hearted pas- 
time. 

These pitiful little creatures have 
been shut up in the pens since the 
park was raided by the humane off- 
cers Sunday before last. They were 
not a yard from plenty of food. If 
some one had only let them they 
might have been so easily saved ss 
most horrible of deaths. - 

When the rabbits were pene 
yesterday by a humane officer, some 
of the coursing mem sneaked out and 
stole the little bodies..They wanted 
to destroy the evidence. Although 
this would seem to indicate they knew 
the rabbits were there, does it not 
seem incredible that. any one could 
be such a monster as to know the rab 
bits were starving there and not take 
the trouble to open a gate to save 
them from such a fate! 

When the humane officer went to 
the pen yesterday, there were four or 
five rabbits not yet dead, but dying 


were the stronger ones. 

They were so far gone that they 
could not move, but lay on the ground 
watching the intruders with fright- 
ened, pleading eyes. They were car 
ried out where there was feed and 
left. 

The humane officers went away to 
get a wagon to carry o.. the bodies of 
the rest. When they returned the 
dead ones were gone. Some one had 
sneaked in after them and removed 
every carcass. 

Some way, the body of one of the 
rabbits was secured and an examina- 
tion made of its stomach—a>solutely 
empty. 

It is believed that this will hurt the 
case of the dog men arrested for cnr 
elty to animals. The case set in Pas- 
adena was to have come up today. 

It will be continued, and it is believ- 
ed that the dog men qill give up the 
fight and plead guilty. 

The Humane Society's attorney, 
Earl Rogers, Eaq., has stopped the old- 
time dodge of wearing out the charge 
by constant postponements by having 
arrests made every Sunday for four 
euccessive weeks, an arrest for every 
continuauce. 

There are dog cases to be tried al! 
over the county as & consequence 
Some are set for Wong Beach and 
some in Los Angeles. 

Among the defendants are a raft of 
fellows whose only excuse for fame 
is the ownership of a fleet pup.

SHAVED HIS WARRANT.

William Nourser used to be in the 
fire department, but when he got the 
chance he slid out, and all the more 
readily as he got mixed up in a finan- 
cial deal with a money lender. 

When Nourser became hard up for a 
little ready cash last summer he ne- 
gotiated for a loan with J. J. Jones &

SAN PEDRO FREIGHT STRIKES 
REDONDO TROLLEY COACH. 


Conductor of Former is Severely 
Bruised and Motorman Has Ex- 
ceedingly Narrow Escape—Passen- 
ger Train Has Right of Way.

RIVERSIDE. Feb. 11.—This fore- 
noon in the Superior Court, was taken 
up by attempts on the part of Su- 
pervisor Kimbell's attornays to quairh 
the indictment of the provsert grand 
jury. Many were examined. Attorucy 
Gill claimed that the jurors were 
biased anf therefore incompeetnt to 
serve. Judge Bledsoe ruled cat they 
were capable of passing up )n the mat- 
ters in hand.

‘Dy the grand jury because two jurors 
were alleged to be not qualified to 


gerve. Then Attorneys Gill and Des- 


meére took another turn, entering a de- 
murrer to the sufficiency of the accu- 
sation, claiming they were matters of 
recital, not direct allegations, and 
that all offenses charged, down 1o 
those of .the eight specificati were 
in a previous term of office and’ com- 
mitted over one year prior to thé date 
of the accusation, and that therefore 
they were barred by the statute of lim- 
itations. 

Attorney Gill for Kimbell and Dist.- 
Atty. Evans and Deputy District At- 
torney North argued the demurrer st 
some length. At the conclusion of the 
arguments Judge Bledsoe took the 
matter under advisement, annourcing 
that he would render his decision nert 
Tuesday morning at 9 o'clock. 

In the meantime the grand jury will 
go on with its work. It will convene 
for business at 9 o'clock tomor;ow 
morning, and reports are that “Tn” 
Hays will have a chance to explain 
some strange things. The testimony «f 
the Salt Lake Railroad officiais was 
given yesterday morning, and it is raid 
to be very damaging. 

CAUSES OF ORANGE DECAY. 

G. Harold Powell of Washington, 
D. C., last night spoke to a large meet- 
ing of orange growers on the causes of 
decay of oranges in storage and in 
transit. Mr. Powell comes here by ‘di- 
rection of the Department of Agricul- 
ture to consider this important prot- 
lem. He is an expert along this line, 
and is here to obtain information re- 
garding the commercial conditions and 
character of the various soils, and to 
investigate methods of picking. pack- 


ing an& handling the ‘fruit. He 
recited _the experience. of _ appl 
growers in New” York 


afew years ago, when similar condi- 
tions to those existing here prevailed, 
and told how they were overcome. He 
thought their experience very similar 
to that of the orange grower here. 
He spoke of the influence different 
kinds of soib has upon the keeping 
qualities of the oranges. Light, po- 
rous soils produce more quickly and 
give better color, but the fruit does 
not keep as well as that grown in the 
colder.and heavier soils. The degree of 
maturity of fruit when picked, he said, 
plays an important part, green fruit 
decaying first. The influence of com- 
mercial methods of handling fruit were 
emphasized. If the grower could but 
realize that he was handling some- 


thing alive—a living organism, having 


the stages growth, maturity and de- 
cay, he would certainly be more care- 
ful. “The rapidity with which dis- 
eases develop” was mentioned. High 
temperatures and humidity cutting 
quite a figure. Moisture is produced by 
bruises, and this spreads the fungus 
diseases. Anything which tends to jar 
the fruit is injurious. In this connec- 
nection Mr. Powell complimented the 
local growers and dealers upon the 
advanced methods of handling fruit. 
He said they were a generation ahead 


of the east in this respect. 


He emphasized the fact that the 
careless handling in orchards and pack- 
ing houses was responsible for a large 
part of the loss. Most diseases, he con- 
tenled, were due to the poor sanitary 
conditions under which the fruit is 
kept. It is too moist. There is not pro- 
vision made to allow the air to circu- 
late between the boxes and through 
the oranges. At this point he took oc- 
casion to speak in highest terms of the 
advance along this line. 
been made by the tnauguration of the 
tent system in caring for lemons. 

Mr. Powell assured his hearers that 
Secretarys Wilson and. the Department 
of Agriculture would render all possible 
assistance in thts ffiportint movement.

CHEAT GALLOWS. 


SLAYER OF GEORGE SIMMONS 
NOW HAS MANY DISEASES.

_ Pneumonia, Heart Failure and Ty- 
phoid Fever Threaten Him—No 
Motive Yet Shown by Evidence. 
Waterman Ranch Sold—tunt for 
Insane Man. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 11.—Wil- 
Nam Miller, on trial for the murder of 
George Simmons, is threatened with 
pneumonia. His condition was such

jury. So far every witness has fur- 
nished abundant material for the’ 
building up of the insanity theory, 
and the general public has about come 
to the conclusion that mental troubles 
were really What actuated the killing. 

Sheriff Ralphs returned this morn- 
ing from the desert, where he has 
been subpoenaing witnesses for both 
sides. It is understood the \prosecu- 
tion has secured witnesses who will 
furnish the real cause of the killing. 
So far no real motive has been shown.

man of the Prohibition party. Theo- 
dore D. Kanouse, ex-State chairman; 
Fred F. Wheeler, State chairman; A. 
Mellican, fleld secretary for colleges: O. 
T. Nichols, general field secretary, and 
other well-known men of the party 
were there. 

National Chairman Stewart made his 
first address in the afternoon, and 
greatly pleased his hearers. He. is a 
man of fine presence and is an elo- 
quent speaker, making all his points 
strong and not spoiling them with rant. 
hie is a man calculated to win respect. 
ful hearing, but is just as uncompro- 
mising in his attitude toward the liquor 
traffic and the old parties as it is posal- 
ble for a man to be Of course Mr. 
Stewart, if he were consulted, would 
not countenance quoting what he said 
about the Democratic party without also 
giving what he said about the Repub- 
lican party, but this Is what he said: . 

“Col. Sobieski did not put it strong 
enough when he said that the Demo- 
cratic party would be dead in eighteen 
months. I tell you the Democratic 
party is disintegrating at this very mo- 
ment. It is a party without § issues, 
without principles and without leaders, 
and it is on the brink of disruption.” 

Mrs. Stewart, a handsome and sweet. 
voiced young woman, was called to the 
platform and made a neatly-worded lit- 
tle speech. She said she wag not as big 
aman as her husband, but she was 
fully as optimistic concerning the future 
of Prohibition. Mrs. Stewart is na- 
tional superintendent of one of the de- 
partments of W.C.T.U. work. As she 
left the rostrum she was Wanded a 
magnificent bouquet of white carna- 
tions, tled with white satin ribbon. 

Col. John Sobieski of this city was in- 
troduced as the son of a Polish king 
and as one of the founders of the Pro- 
hibition: party. He briefly presented to 
the audience the task the Prohibition- 
ists have cut out for themselves when 
they propose to make Los Angeles a 
Prehibition county. He asserted that 
no city the size of Los Angeles has Bééh 
carried against the saloon in forty 
years, but he thought it could be ac- 
complished within five years.

SANTA BARBARA, Feb. 11.—Several 
hundred Japanese of Santa Barbera 
county will sail as soon as possible for 
Japan to offer their services to the gov- 
ernment in the fight against Ruasia. 
This has caused fears as to the suc- 
cessful handling of the beet crop which 
supplies the big sugar factory at Bet- 
teravia in the northern part of this 
county. 

Hundreds of Japs are employed in 
the beet fleld@, and at the sugar fac- 
tory and labor contractors are alarmed 
over possible failure to fill the places 
of those who are patriotically going 
home to fight for their country. 

Large numbers have already re- 
signed their positions and have en- 
gaged paseage on the firet steamer for 
Yokohama. It is apparent that unless 
sufficient white help can be secured the 
beet-sugar industry of Santa Barbara 
and Ventura counties will be badly 
crippled.

INTERESTING FIGURES. 

In this connection statistics showing 
the condition of the lumber interests of 
the Pacific Coast are interesting. There 
statistics were recently compiled by 
mills And show that the total 
cut of the Statcs of Washington, Ore- 
gon, Callfornia, Idaho and Montana for 
1903 was 4,296,000,000 feet aa against an 
aggregate for 1902 of 3,932,000,000. 

The principal gains have been in the 
Washington fir and the California red- 
wood iatricts, the gain in the former 
having been larger than any one wood 
on the Coast and more than making 
up the total loss In Oregon and Idaho. 
The decreased output In Oregon was 
largely due to the lack of railroad fa- 
cilities in that State.

RUSSIA WS. JAPAN. 


COMPARATIVE AVERITS OF PAR- 
TIES TO PRES\ENT CONFLICT. 


LOS ANGELES, February 11.—{To 
the Editor of Tiw Times:) The 


virulent campaign agwinst Russia now 
\being waged by the English press 
seems for some reason to hawe received 
‘the sanction of many people in the 
‘United States. In the intereat of historic 
‘truth and justice to a great and virile 
‘nation, I believe that facts, and not 
prejudices, should be cansiderad at this 
juncture, and we certainly owe it to 
Russia to remember her position in the 
past, when we needed her a'd and 
active sympathy, and when both were 
freely tendered. John W. Bookwalter 
ot Ohio, a man well Known as an im- 
partial investigator, says in his recantly 
published book, “Siberta and Central 
Asia,” “Russia's position is much mas- 


understood. She has no ambition, pr- }- 


marily, to extend her territory, @s she 
already Owns one-seventh of the land 
area of the world, and displayed a dis- 
position to be relieved of detached ter- 
ritory when she made the sale of 
Alaska to the United States. The thing 
she wanis, end which is absolutely 
necessary to her, is an open port, for 
with all her vast territory she is bottied 


up. 

Here is an extract from the book 
made by the New York Tribune on the 
36th of January, 1904: 

“Whether she seeks an outlet through 
the Black Sea, by way of the Persian 
Gulf or through Manchuria and Korea, 
she is laid open to the charge of seek- 
ing to acquire further térritory. This 
is not, however, the fundamental pur- 
pose, but is incidental, and of secondary 
moment. Russia is taunted with the 
fact that she has no commerce, which 
is, of course, impossible without access 
to the sea. 

“She has been shut in by the coalition 
of European powers, of which England 
ie the head, and it looks as if’ the pres- 
ent movement in the Far East, un- 
Goubtedly inspired by England, aims 
to perpetuate the same purpose. Rus- 
sia is said to be less progressive than 
some of the neighboring powers, but in 
this connection it should be remem- 
bered that for three hundred years she 
was the bulwark that protected all of 
‘Continental Europe against the inva- 
sion of the Tartar hordes, and jin —o 
this she was necessarily weakened an 
her progress greatly retarded. 

“The powers of Europe should recog- 
mige the fact that in rendering this 
service Russia put them under great 
and lasting obligations. But for the 
fact that she stood against the power 
of the Tartar flood, Europe might have 
met even a more disastrous fate than 
overwhelmed her in the early centuries, 
when the Tartars overran the land un- 
der the resistiess leadership of Attila, 
called ‘The Scourge of God.’
